Dear Hal: 


1 am sorry I inconvenienced you on the mistaken assumption that I had 
lost a book 1 must reduce. X was so sure i had had Coup D'etat arh that it 
had. what I wanted in it. I had dropped consideration of the assassination 
material until I came across some items that got me going again. One of them 
may have missed you. X made a clipping from a paper telling of ^eorge der-ohrensnild 
saying that on the day of the assassination he was in the streets of Dallas 
with Oswald. George said this to a man a few days before his death. So I looked 
at the pfioto of Oswald you have on page 250 of Whitewash XX, and the outline oi 
deilokreashild' s face is sinils.r to tnat ot the face partly blotted out next to 
Oswald. To me that blotting out would have been to conceal the identityo of the 
man next bo Oswald. Then George's daughter xcrti and son told friends after the 
assassinatiou^that the TBI was responsible for theassas si ration ( this is in Ben n 
Jones' for give my Grief). Under the above circumstances George would &ve known. 

In regard to "hoover's reluctan faction against tne hi an" , re took no action 
against the Klan before the assassination, and after it he listened to Robert 
Kennedy far less than before, he had the zrX acting against ,uitioch college j 
from the late twenties through to 1973 when -wfe-is-a agents provacateur plant ^ 0 
and carrjGout action against the college that nearly destroyed it— as the Jrl n?. d 
desired, burning, bringing goon squads onto tne campus and so on. ae had a 
president whq also wanted the college destroyed because he had taken the assets 
could elsewhere and had gotten the trustees in his pocket. I was one of the 
organisers of the committee that saved Antioch and was aware of the character of 
the endeavor aimed to direct the strike. The International union organization 
also was deeply concerned that this outside organizes endeavor was misusing t..e 
union and threatened to disavow the union local. That is the kind of thing 
hoover was behind, he had no particular occasion to suddenly turn the I 31 
loose on the murderers of the civil rights workers unless someone like warren 
insisted, and Warren would have. I believe this changed the climate of civil 
rights in the South in ways we do not appreciate. LBJ assented that ne passed 
John --v Kennedy 's civil rights legislation, he certainly did not follow Kennedy s 
policy toward Viet Jam.
